This is a small-industry and tenement district. 
Dwellings, one and two-family as well as multi- 
family, are old and in the low rental group. They 
are concentrated in the southern portion of the 
district, and are also scattered among the fac- 
tories throughout the area. Most of the residents 
work in plants in the district. For two decades 
the industrial development has increased, push- 
ing out many residents. Industry includes brew- 
eries, paper box companies, machine and iron 
works, lithographers, laundries, auto wreckers, 
and junk shops. Retail shopping is concentrated 
in the south and southeast along nearly all the 
avenues, with a special concentration of stores 
on Knickerbocker Avenue. 
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
